MADISON, Wis., April 
I.—Two 
parties consisting of loo students of 


the junior class in the college of en­ 


gineering at the University of Wis­ 
consin are now on an annual trip of 
inspection of the large power and 
manufacturing plants of the country. 
It is a part of the practical training 
of the engineering students that they 
should have this opportunity to see 
the 
principles 
which 
they 
have 
studied in. theory and have tested in 
the laboratories of the college of en­ 
gineering, applied on a large scale to 
manufacture and to the production of 
power in the immense plants of Buf­ 
falo, Pittsburg and Chicago. 
As the 
seventy members of classes in civil, 
electrical and mechanical engineering. 
They went directly from Madison to 
Niagara, where they spent two days 
in visiting and studying in detail the 
construction, management and opera­ 
tion of the immense power plants es­ 
tablished on both the American and 
the Canadian sides of the falls. 
At 
Buffalo the 
water 
works 
station, 
which is the largest pumping station 
in the world ,was inspected. 
The 
plants of the Buffalo Smelting com­ 
pany were also visited, and the stu­ 
dents were given opportunity to see 
the various processes by which cop­ 
per ore is refined. 
The electrical en­ 
gineers made a special trip to the 
several transformer stations of 
the 
city, while the students of mechanical 
engineering were taken through the 
plant of the 
Snow 
Steam 
Pump 
works. 
The entire party visited the 
large plant ot the Lackawanna £teel 
company, where they 
studied 
the 
largest gas engine installation in the 
world. 
From Buffalo the 
students 
went to Pittsburg, stopping on the 
way at Dunkirk to visit the Brooks 
Locomotive works. 
There were such 
a number of points of interest to be 
visited in Pittsburg that the 
party 
was divided, those studying mechan­ 
ics and electricity devoting the whole 
of one day to inspection 
of 
the 
enormous plants of the Westinghouse 
company, and the evening to visiting 
important glass works. 
The civil en­ 
gineers inspected various 
structural 
steel plants and a number of large 
bridges and pumping stations of the 
city. A day was spent at South Haven 
where the students found much of in­ 
terest and instruction in the inspec­ 
tion of the Pittsburg Coal company’s 
mines. 
The National Tube works at 
McKeesport were also included in the 
itinerary, as well, as the 
Pittsburg 
Telephone 
company’s 
station, 
the 
Nernst Lamp company’s factory, and 
some of the large office buildings of j 
Pittsburg. The plant of the Standard I 
Underground Cable company will re­ 
ceive some attention before the stu­
